$1,152,658 Total of Pledges. 
Is $70,974 More Than Was. 
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Benefit of 40 Charities. 
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came to a close last night with the_ 


announcement that pledges totaled 
$1,152,658.39, with some 
gifts expected to be reported 
week. 


Success of the work is regarded 


by the campaign leaders as a civic | 


achievement, meaning as much in its 
way as the recent passage 
$87,000,000 bond issue meant in an- 
other way. Individuals, 
couples, corporations and 
givers to the fund 
and were able to give their feeling 
financial expression—numbered 
§01, up to last night. 

Last year, fund officials stated, 
about 8000 gifts, amounting to 
about $450,000, were 
member agencies individually, 
the Community Fund idea was in- 
augurated here There are three 
essentials to the plan of the fund 
the economic advantage of organized 
philanthropy, the public appeal of 
campaign, eliminating many du- 
plicating ‘“‘drives’’ for money and 
“tag days,”’ and the greatly reduced 
cost of raising money for charity. 

Expenses Ficured at $2,684,763. 

The 40 member agencies figured 
their expenses for the calendar year 
1923 at $2,.684,76 their earnings 
from ordinary sources at $1,319,438. 
their income from endowments at 
$395.815. and their needs of contri- 
butions at $969,510. In addition, 
some of them had deficits from last 
year amounting to $112.174. Desir- 
ing to start with a clean slate, the 
(“fommunity Fund combined the gifts 
and the deficits, making the goal of 
$1,081,684. 

The Community Fund ts incor- 
porated. The fund will be paid out 
to the member agencies In 
instalments, according to a 
budget. The budget needs 
from $4990 for the St. louis 
mittee of the American Society 
the Control of Cancer, to $141,622 
for the Provident Association.
